The rain was sweeping ; 
along in sheets—great big drops, and I 
driven by the wind in regular volleys. . 
You could see the wind coming, by the 
line of white against a swell where 
the drops hit. 
As we rounded the point, the seas 
got choppier, and there were cross 
currents Bucking the ship from every 
angle, it seemed. 
You could not see 
two hundred yards away, the rain

was so thick, and the combers were 
breaking over our bows three a min­ 
ute. 
I he coast here is pretty danger­ 
ous, so we went in very slowly and 
had the sounding line going until its 
whir-r-r-r sounded louder than a ma­ 
th iue gun in action.

„ I was on \\w starboard bow at the 
time and had turned to watch some

Ile told me one time that Henry 
I Ford had invented something or other 
J for locating subs miles away, and also 
another device that would draw the

that I cannot remember, but I did not 
believe him because I saw he was 
picking out certain men to tell certain 
yarns to—that is, spinning them where 
; they would be more sure of being be- 
j lieved and not just spinning them any­ 
where. 
So I got pretty tired of this stuff 
after a while and when we put out 
from B rest on the fourth voyage I 
got

w eather and began talking to Him 
about the chap who had gone over­ 
board the time before and had been 
cut, up bv the propeller. 
I protended 
that, of course, he knew all about it— 
j that the Old Man had had this garby 
i pushed overboard because he was too 
free with his mouth. But this did not 
1 seem to do any good, so I had to think 
up another way. 
When we were out two days I got 
I hold of our prize liar again. I figured 
th at he would be superstitious and I 
w as right. 
I said that of course he 
knew that a ship could not draw near

I less at least one man was lost, or that, 
if it did get away, there would he 
many casualties aboard. I said it had 
always *been that way and claimed 
that Hie Old Man had pushed this 
garby overboard because someone had 
to go. 
I said on our other trips no 
one had been sacrificed and that was 
the reason we had suffered so much, 
and that the Old Man had been calk'd 
down" by the French minister of the 
navy.

During the whole voyage you could 
not get near the galley, which was 
where our wireless friend hung out 
when he eould. 
The pans and dixies 
hanging on tho wall stood straight 
out when the ship pitched, and several 
heavy ones came down on a cook's 
head while he was sitting under them 
during a heavy sea. 
That made him 
superstitious, loo, and he disappeared 
and was not found for two days. 
But 
he was a landsman and not used to 
heavy weather. 
When we got to the Gallipoli penln- 
uhi the fifth time our battle fleet 
and transports lay off the straits. We 
could no? reach the little harbor on 
the furbish coast, but the whole fleet 
felt happy and fairly confident of vio­ 
let y. 
\\ p iay 
Cape Holies, and it 
" a s there we received the news that 
tlnTo were submarines lying around 
Gibraltar. 
Then they were reported 
off Malta. We got the news from Brit­ 
ish trawlers and transports. 
Our offi­ 
cers said the subs could not reach the 
Dardanelles without putting in some­ 
where for a f resit supply of fuel, and 
that the allied fleets were on the look­ 
out at every place where the subs 
might try to put in. But they gut there 
just the same. 
Then the British superdreadnaught 
Queen Elizabeth, “the terror of the 
Turks,” came in. 
She left England 
with a whole fleet of cruisers and de­ 
stroyers. and all 
the Limeys said, 
“She'll get through. Nothing will stop 
her.'’ 
One 
the boys aboard of lier told 
tile he had no Idea the Dardanelles 
would be as hot a place as he found 
was. “Gaw blimey,” he sa bl, “what 
with dodging shells and submarines, 
you cawn’t 'd p but run onto a bloomin' 
mine. 
Hi don’t mind fellin' you.” bo 
said, “that Hi was scared cold at lirst. 
And then Iii thinks of what ’Oly .Toe* 
(the chaplain) told us one service, 
^lin times of dvnger, look hupwards,’; 
V says. 
So Hi looks liupwards, nmlj 
blimey lilt there wasn’t a bally planej 
a-droppin’ bombs hon us. ‘What price! 
hupward looks, (by Joe?1 I sings our, 
but h e weren’t nowheres near. 
Rlarst 
me, there weren't nowhere you could 
look without doin’ yer bloody heye a 
dirty trick.” 
When the Queen Elizabeth entered 
th** Dardanelles, the Turkish batteries 
on loth shores opened right on her. 
They had ideal positions, and they 
were hanging away iii great siyle. And 
the 
wafer 
was 
simply thick 
with 
mines, and for all anybody knew, with 
subs. 
Yet the old Lizzie sailed right along, 
with her hand tip on the main deck 
playing, “Everybody's Doing It.” 
It 
made you feel shivery along the spine, 
and believe me. they got a great hand 
from the whole fleet. 
They say her Old Man tide! the boys 
he was going to drive right ahead and 
that if the ship was sunk he would 
know that, the enemy was somewhere 
in the vicinity. Well, they were headed 
right, but they never got past the 
Narrows. They stuck until the last 
minute though, and those who went 
up, went tip with the right spirit. 
“Are we downhearted?” they would 
yell. “No!” And they were not, either. 
They did not brag when they put it 
over on the Turks, and they did not 
grouch when they saw that their Bed 
Gaps had made mistakes. Their motto 
was, 
“Try 
again,” 
and 
they tried 
day after day. I do not know much 
about the histories of armies, but I 
do nor believe there was ever an tinny 
like that of the allies in the Gallipoli 
campaign, and I do not think any 
other army could have done what they 
did. I take oft* my hat to the British 
army and navy after that. 
It was hotter than 
I 
have 
ever 
known it to be elsewhere, and there 
was no water f<»r the boys ashore but 
what the navy brought to them—some­ 
times a pint a tiny, and often none at 
all. The Turks had positions that you 
could not expect any army to take, 
wen* well supplied with ammunition 
and were used to the country and tie* 
climate. 
Most of tho British army 
were green troops. It was the Anza cs’ 
first campaign. 
They were wonderful boys, these 
Australians 
and 
New 
Zealanders. 
Great big men, all of them. and finely 
built, and they fought like devils. It 
was hand-to-hand work half the tim e;
